The Hon. T. M. Daly in responding to 
the toast—by Dr. Wilson of the guests of 
evening, made an able speech, in the course 
of which he referred to the very hearty wel- 
come that had been given him at Edmonton. 
He said it was enough to overcome any man, 
especially one who a drop of Irish blood in 
him. He thought there could not bea 
greater compliment paid him than the 
meeting here to-night. All through his 
tour clear to the Pacific coast he had re- 
fused similiar invitations and attended 
strictly to business. He was among them 
to-night asa conservative, perhaps he might 
say, a8 the political leader of the conserva- 
tive party in the great Northwest-—and it 
rtirred him tosee so many good conserva- 
tive gathered round him. He paid a touch- 
ny tribute to the late Sir John Macdonald 
vis abilities as a statesman, and the 
power he weilded as a leader of the conser- 
vative party, To him was due the federa- 
tion of the provinces and the conceiving and 
carrying out of the idea of that great line of 
reilway which stretched from sea to sea. 
He traced the history of the C. P. RB. 
irom the laying of the first tie to the pre- 
sent time. He thought too much credit 
could not be given to that party who had 
worked for them fought for them, carri- 
ol them when there money ran out, 
in the face of a running fire of abuse from 
the Grits. He told a story of —how he ad- 
dressed a meeting at Warton on the bound- 
ary line, shortly after the C. P. R. had been 
completed. Jt was in the winter time, 
when the thermometer stood at 35 degres 
below zero, and after a very hard and cold 
drive they arrived at the place where he 
was to speak. The chairman’s name was 
Johnson. Introducing Mr. Daly, he said I 
don’t know of any reason why he shouldn't 
begin. There are exactly 38 of us here to 
ainan, and everyone are conservatives ex- 
cept one, but before Mr. Daly leaves, or 
before we get through with him, we hope 
he'll be one too. He went on to tell the 
obligations they were under to the conser- 
vative and said, youall know Mr. McKen- 
zie’s great scheme of utilizing the water 
stretches.

Speaking of the national policy which had 
built up the conservative party, Mr. Daly 
forshadowed a change in the future. He 
was not going to say that the national 
policy had not done all it was intended to 
do—had not accomplished all they hoped it 
would aecomplish—for it had. It had 
built up the Canadian manufacturers till 
to-day they were able to compete in the 
open market of the world, which they could 
not have done in 1878. But this was not to 
say that policy would be maintained. The 
conservative party, ever ready to meet the 
altered condition of affairs, were now 
gathering statistics and material with which 
to lay before the house a plan that would 
meet the wishes of the prone. When he 
returned to Ottawa it would give him much 
pleasure to tell Sir John hompson that 
cowbere in the Dominion were there more 
loyal and staunch supporters of the govern- 
ment than in the Northwest Territories. 
He spoke of the Northwest as beiug ultimate- 
\\ destined to lead the Dominion—as destin- 
ed to be the greatest the wealthiest part of 
ofthe greater new Great Britain of theirs. 
He hoped he would live to see the day 
when there would be provinces instead of 
districts, and when the provinces of Sas- 
katchewan, Aasiniboia, Northern and South- 
ern Alberta and the now far away and dis- 
tant Athabasca would be sending their 
uote of members to the bouse of commons. 
Ifthe government had not seen their way 
to finding the money for a bridge at Edmon- 
ton, it was because they had considered there 
were things more pressing in other places, 
Lut they had not like him seen the country. 
He would certainly press upon his colleagues 
of the government and the minister of pub- 
le works the necessity of a bridge here. 
After the toast of the civil service had been 
uae to by deputy minister Burgess, 
sivlan commissioner ed Reed, and 
inspector of nines W. Pearce, Mr. Daly 
again spoke. ‘He said outside of the heads 
of departments like himself, not one realiz- 
ed the amouat of Work the civil service had 
to do, and that ne part of the Domimon had 
received ter benefit. at their hands then 
the Northwest. He drew a distinction be- 
_ tween the ministers and the servants of the 
civil service, inj that the ministers 
Were only the political heads of the civil 
service, and might be removed at any time, 
but @hat hehoped such menas deputy minister 
Burgess and other civil servants would like 
the brook, continue to ‘“‘go on forever.” 
Touching on the surveyors corps—he extoll- 
cd that particular brapch which
